| Since the dreadful incucfion Of the Perfans under Thamas Kouli 
Khan, the confiitution of the Mogul empire. has: been daily de- 
clining... The Soubahs or Vi 6 havebeen feen to maintain their 
Selves in their governments, and to appoint Nabobs and deputies 
under them, without the confent, and: even againgt the Will of 
the Emperor of Delhi... "The Nabobs, on their part, aiming at 
". the fume independence, have ‘been likewife feen to. keep poflef- 
fion of their refpestive governments, in oppolition both to the Sou- 
bah and to the Emperor. Among the maf powerful and con{c- 
‘quently tho leat dependent of thefe, was the/Nabap of Arcot («).

The kingdonis of Tritchinopoly, and Tanjore were tributaries, — y2s 
not to the Nabob of Arcot, but to the Great Mogul: the care {<a 
only of levying the tributes of thefe countries was intrulted to the by the inure 
Nabob of Arcot. ‘The death of the King of Tritchinopoly in 1736 opiy. 
was followed by difputes between the Queen and a Prince of the 
royal blood, which furnithed Doaft Ally with a pretence of fend 
ing an army: the avowed defign was to reftore the tranquillity, the 
real Delign to get poflefion, of the country. The army was come 
manded by his fon Subder Ally, and one of his fons-in-law Chun~ 
difaheb, In his march to Tritchinopoly Chundafeheb opt at 
Pondicherry ; and there Iaid the firlt foundation of an intimate 
conneétion with the French government. By intrigues, of which 
the detail would here be ufclefs, Subder Ally and Chundafaheb 
got pofleffion of the capital and Kingdom of Tritchinopoly,

‘The oftenfible conditions were, that the Morattoes fhould quit the 
Carnatic, on the Nabob's engaging to pay, by certain inftalinents. 
ten millions of rupees: the fecret article was, that the Nabob 
fhould permit them to return and conquer Tritchinopoly (sx). 


‘Tiey accordingly returned toward the end of the years and in, 
the month of March following became matters of Tritchinopoly 
and of the perfor of Chundafaheb ; whom they carried off with 
them, and confined in a ftrong fort in the neighbourhood of Sat- 
tarah their metropolis (a); with a view of obtaining a ranfom, as 
" jmmenfe as the reputation of his wealth had taught them to expect. 






By the imprifonment of Chundafaheb at fuch a diftance from the 
Carnatic, Subder Ally found his Self rid of one enemy: the cef= 
fion of Tritchinopoly had converted the Morattoes, another ene 
my, to friends and allies. ‘The refentment-of Nizam-ul-Muluck 
was all which he conceived he had now to apprehend, But 7Wthis 
he was miftaken. For whilft, by various pretences, he was en= 
deavouting to conciliate the affection of the Soubah, ‘he was trea~ 
cheroufly murthered by Mortiz Ally, nephew to his father, and 
hhufband to another of his filters (4).

It is very difficult to difcover the fecrets of the Princes of In- Proofs of the 
doftan, In matters of confequence Mr. Orme remarks, nothing is s'areun'- 
\gommitted to writing ; or, if committed, it is couched in the moft ds jn thie 
eqiivocity'terms. Affairs of great importance, or of great iniquity, 
are intrutted to an agent of low rank, but great cunning s his cre= 
dentials are general; and, fpecifying nothing, the agent may be 
ealily difayowed, Hence the public in Indoftan, deprived of au~ 
thentic evidence, are left to judge of the aétions of their rulers 
from probable conjetures, from their general charaéters, and from 
the advantages they may reap by the perpetration of any crime. In 
the prefent cafe, the conduét of An'waro'dean was fearcely equi- 
vocal. The appearance of Mortiz Ally (the aflaffin of the father 
of his pupil) (0 early in his adminiftration at Arcot; and his own 
acceffion to the Nabobihip after the murther of his pupil, were 
decifive againft him. Nor could his affected difavowal of all con~ 
neétion with Mortiz Ally, or the refentment he exprefied againft 
the whole body of the Pitans, diminifh the general odium (¢).

The connettion of Chundafaheb with the French, was no fe- 
cret; his women, his children, and great part of his treafures, 
were left at Pondicherry, Under thefe circumftances it would 
have been fo natural, it would have been fo politic, that it could 
fearcely have been meritorious in the Nabob, to have attached his 
Self to the Englifh, But no marks of fuch attachment did he 
then give. On the contrary, in the war which broke out between 
Great Britain and France in the year 1745, foon after the acc 
fion of An'waro'dean, at the inftigation of the French, he fos 
the Englith fleet to act againft the pofleffions of ther 
the territories of Arcot, He enforced this prohibition by declar~ 
ing, that ebe town of Madrafi feould atone for their difibedience ( f)- 
He had given the moll politive affarances of obliging the French 
to obferve the fime neutrality, and to refrain from all hoftilitics 
on the Englith poffeffions in Arcot. In vain did the Englith call 
upon him to fulfil thefe engagements; he fuffered the French to 
attack, to befiege, to take, Madrafs, without any preparations 
without a fingle menace on his part to reftrain them (g).

kos He had indeed his views, For, by a privite treaty between 
wees ‘Ment him and the Governor of Pondicherry, it was agreed that the 
Pnlein ge town of Madrals fhould be given up to Lim, that he might extort 
Meeh or a valuable ranfom from the Englith (2).

He 
had art cnough to turn even this circumftance to his private emo- 
lument; though he rifled by it the friend(hip of the Company, 
and, in the event, the faccefs of hisown caufe.

But immenfe as were the sums, which the Nabob had been 
obliged to pay to.the Servants of the Company, ‘They neither ex- 
ceeded his refources ;.nor bore any proportion to his ambition. 
Daring'the courfe of the fame year, from thefe fame Servants of 
the Company, He obtained other important favours ; He obtained 
the Kingdom of Tanjore, Will it be wncandid to fuppole, that He 
obtained it by the fame means He had before been obliged to em- 
ploy-=-by the payment of other smmen/é fums ? He who belt knows 
them, fays, “ Their own private enews are the real Jpring of their 
++ aéfions.” If by thefe means He acquired theeKingdom of Tan- 
jore, the fame were again put in practice to fecure Him in the pof- 
fefhion of it. He learnt, that the Company was determined to do 
juftice to the Rajah, by reinftating him on the throne of his an- 
ceftors: He learnt that the order for reinftating Him was adtually 
given: And hé learnt to whom the execution of this order was 
entrufted.. The Nabob knew Lord figot, and was known to- 
him: He had, therefore, no hope, either of feducing his Lord(hip's

‘What was the exact amount of Mr. Benfield’s demands on the Na- 
bob, has not yet, I think, precifely appeared. Mr, Benfield, 
though pofitive and prefling in his claims, iv fometimes confufed 
in his-ftatements, and tardy-in the production of his youchers (4), 
This may perhaps arifé from the multiplicity of his clainis: for 
his conneétions in the Tanjore country are extenfive. Befides 
affignments from the Nabob, He had, it feems, private claims. 
‘Toyether we (hall find them on a random calculation-+-and no 
other calculation ‘has yet:been obtdined---to amount to about two 
hundred and thirty-four thoufand pounds ftetling.» Wealthy as 
Mr. Benfield may be, it is fearcely “to be fuppofed, that all thele 
loans were madé@ out of his own fingle, private purfe.
